FROM ENGLAND TO UTAH 


ELDER PAYNE'S ACCOUNT OF THE IMMIGRANTS’ TRIP. 


A Deseret News representative has 
bad a conversation with Elder Wm. 
P. Payne, of Fillmore, Millard County, 
who charge of the company of 
immigrants which arrived in Salt 


Lake City on the 20th ult. He left 


on his mission to Great Britian, May 
3, 1888, and on his arrival at Liverpool 
was assigned to labor in the London 
Conference, as traveling Elder. He 
remained in that conference duri 
his whole mission, and met with 
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success in his labors. He engaged in 
115 out-door — baptised 26 
ns, and distributed from door 

oor about 1,300 tracts. Elder Payne 
says he never — 2 himself better 
in his life, and when bis health began 
to fail and it was suggested that he 
should return home, he made a strong 
objection. He grew still more feeble, 
but was still averse to leaving the 
field. A severe attack of inflamma- 
tion of the lungs came on, and the 
iding authorities considered it 
imperative that he should leave the 
damp English climate before winter 
came on. He was accordingly released. 
Brother Pa gives the following 
— of the trip from Liverpool to 


We left Liverpool on August 31, 
and from thence to Queenstown the 
ocean was as smooth as glass. We 
— — at Queenstown about three 
and a half hours, waiting for the 
mails. Here the wind arose, and kept 


getting stronger. When we reac 
mid-ocean the ship began to roll 
badly, though the swell on the water 
was not at first v considerable. 
Presently, however, it reached such 
an extent that the waves swept over 
the deck. Many sea sick passengers 
were at this time either sitting or 
lying upon it. I shouted to the 
members of our company that they 
must go below, and those who were 
unable to do so were rendered assist- 
ance. Before they could get cleared 
away, however, a huge wave had 
dashed over the sides of the vesse 
causing the utmost consternation an 
drenching some of the passengers. 
After the elapse ofan hour or so the 
sea again became calm, but next day 
the waves raised once more, accom- 
— a high wind, rendering it 
possible to stand upon the deck. 
For five or six hours there was another 
lull, but after that the ocean became 
as rough as ever, and so continued 
until the arrival at Sandy Hook. 
Fortunately, however, the Wisconsin

Atlantic Coast. 

Sandy Hook was reached about 
three o clock on the afternoon of Wed - 
nesday, Sept. IIth, but the water was 
so dangerously rough at this time that

This announcement, for a few 
moments, created a great sensati 
men, women, and children—most 
them but partially dressed—hastily 
quitting the car. o rain was now 
pouring down heavily, and some of 
the unfortunate passengers were up to 
their waist in water. 

Among the first to alight from the 
third car was Elder Payne, who, in 
company with Elder Farnsworth, 
made immediately for the first car. 
Not hearing a sound within, Elder 
Payne picked up a * of timber 
which was lying on the ground and 
broke in one of the windows. Think - 
ing in the darkness for it was mid- 
another catastrophe had 
befallea the ones 


shrieked 2 were soon reassured, 
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Elder Davies, who had charge of 
the third coach, lost no time after this 
in re light, and to the anxious 
inquiry of Elder Payne as to whether 
anyone was killed came a welcome 
answer in the negative. The doorof the 
car was broken down and the prisoners 
were released from their — posi- 
tion. The glad intelligence that no 
lives had been lost soon ran around, 
and greatly comforted the whole 
number of the Saints. 

It was at first feared that the bag- 
master, brakesmen, and fireman 
perished in the wreck, but happily 

all anxiety on this score was soon set 
at rest. 

The conductor, directly the accident 
happened, ran and turned the signals 
against an ap ing train. 

The whole of the passe having 
alighted, they were obliged to remain 
out for upwards of two hours, exposed 
to the elements, many of the women 
and children being without even shoes 
and stockings. These, together with 
wraps and other articles of clothing, 
had been left in the wrecked cars. 
Strange to say, however, fot one of 
the company caught the slightest cold. 

The injured were n every pos- 
sible care of until their removal else- 
where could ba arranged for. Shelter 
was vided for them at three or 
four houses adjacent to the scene of 
the accident, the occupants of the 
premises giving them every assistance

Enormous damage has been caused recently in Antwerp by a fire which broke out in a 
‘sawmill and spread to the neighboring property. 
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The steamer Corona, lying off Port Hudson, U. S. A., exploded her boilers, on the 3rd 
inst. Forty persons lost their lives, and the vessel sank. 


At Camelford and Boscastle, recently, a shock of earthquake was felt, lasting several 
seconds, accompanied by a subdued rumbling sound, followed by a shaking of the earth 
and some of the houses. 

Another death, making the fourth, has occured in consequence of the collision on the 
London and North-Western Railway near Manchester, on the 4th inst. Three of the 
injured are reported to be in a serious condition. 


A Rome telegram of the 8th inst. states that nearly 800 houses have been wrecked in 
Sardinia by a hurricane, Thirty lives were lost. Many houses were demolished as if by 
a severe earthquake. One village was wholly ruined by the storm and floods. 


New Yor«, Oct. 3rd.—The Maritime Exchange publishes intelligence from Nassau 
stating that the British steamer Earnmoor, from Baltimore for Rio Janeiro, foundered in 
a gale on the 5th ult. Seven of those on board were saved, but twenty-eight perished. 


Grave fears are entertained for the safety of the fine Liverpool sailing ship County of 
Carnarvon and the twenty-two members of her crew. The vessel left Newcastle, New 
South Wales, on the lst of June, coal laden, for Valparaiso. A terrible gale visited the 
Australian coast shortly after the County of Carnarvon sailed, and as nothing has since 
been heard of her it is feared that she has gone down with all hands. 


Speaking of the great storm which occurred on the 7th inst., the Post of this city says: 
Further news to hand of the damage caused by Monday’s storm proves it to have been 
one of the most disastrous of recent years. The gunboat Enterprise had to be cast adrift 
while being towed from Plymouth to the Mersey by the tug Liverpool, and she went to. 
pieces on the Anglesey coast, the crew being dragged ashore on life-lines. The crew of 
the Enterprise state that while crossing Cavnarvon Bay they saw a vessel founder, 
apparently with all hands, The keeper of the Breakwater Lighthouse at Holyhead says 
the heavy seas caused the structure to vibrate to such an extent that he expected every 
moment would be his last. The missing Akbar boat with her occupants has turned up 
safe, and so have the crew of a Chester fishing boat supposed to have been lost. 


Da.Hovuss, New Brounswice, Oct. 8th.—The barque Petit Codiac has arrived here 
with the master and eleven men of the Minnie Swift, which sank after being in collision 
with the French steamer Geographique near St. Pierre Miquelon, and likewise nine men 
of the barque Zulette, from Quebec for Sunderland, whom the Minnie Swift rescued from 
the Zulette, while the latter was in a sinking condition, prior to the Minnie Swift's 
collision with the Geographique. The Petit Codiac also brings six of the cattlemen who 
were on board the Geographique. It appears that four men, the stewardess, and Miss 
Masters, a passenger in the Minnie Swift, went down with that vessel. The captain, 
two boys, and two men of the Zulette were drowned. The Minnie Swift sank in two 
minutes after the collision referred to, and the Geographique, a transatlantic steamer, 
went down eight or nine hours afterwards. 


Sr. Lours, Sept. Ast. Advices from different parts of Mexico say that very heavy 

storms have been sweeping over the country since August 15th, visiting different States 
at different times. The latest prevailed along the Pacific Coast and the reports from 
Mazatlan and Manzanilla are that the steamers Parfirio Diaz and Alata have probably 
been wrecked. After five days’ steady rain in the State of Vera Cruz, a cyclone passed 
over the town of Chicantepec, causing great destruction and terror. A great landslip 
occurred on the mountain back of the town, part of which passed directly through the 
town, cutting a great swath through buildings, and carrying away everything in its path. 
A torrent of water then poured down the gulley made by the landslide, and flooded that 
part of the place not already destroyed. There was no loss of life, however, as the 
Cattle is very great.

watt Bee this same conquest of Egypt by Nebuchadreszar, Jeremiah 
“ He shall array himself with the land of Egypt, as a shepherd putteth 
on on bis garment, and he shall go forth from thence in peace” (chap. xliii, 12.) 
God purposed to chastise Tyre for its iniquity, and, to carry out His design, 
stirred up the king of Babylon against that city. Though Nebuchadrezzer 
was not aware that he was going forth as the sword of the Lord, yet such was 
the fact, and the Almighty acknowledged Himself indebted to the king and 
his army “ BECAUSE THEY WROUGHT FoR Him.” The service which was thus 
rendered against Tyre was worthy of compensation ; and the obligation must 
be discharged, for the Lord will be holden to no man. Egypt, because of its 
iniquity, was ripe for judgment, and her wealth and glory had been treasured 
up to foot the bill of the avenging army that God had sent against Tyre. 
Arrangements for payment had been made, The coffers of Egpyt were full, 
and Nebuchadrezzar went there with his draft on that country for fame and 
spoils endorsed by the Almighty. His demands were satisfied. Egypt fella 
prey to the invader with an ease which the prophet likens to a shepherd 
putting on his garment, 

In this narration of events we see the climax only of a series. How long 
the grand consummation had been preparing, no mortal knows. God's 
agency in the matter embraces a proper training of the nation and army of 
Babylon. It is visible in the successful attack on Tyre, and in the conditions 
existing in Egypt. Indeed, as the nale depended upon antecedent conditions, 
and these in turn upon others, God's hand must be acknowledged in the 
history of those nations from the beginning ; and thus we see how His direct- 
ing or controlling influence ramifies into every department of national exist- 
ence. Time and again the sovereign Lord has given the world a demon- 
stration, through the fall of empires and states, that “the kingdom is the 
Lord's; and he is the governor among the nations” (Psalm xxii, 28.) But 
they are very slow to learn that because of unrighteous dealings, injuries, 
and riches got by deceit, a kingdom is translated from one people to another.” 

The kings and princes of the world, as well as nations, are also subject to 
the overruling power of God. He looseth the bonds of kings, and girdeth 
their loins with a girdle. He leadeth princes away spoiled, and overthroweth 
the mighty. * * He poureth contempt upon princes, and weakeneth the 
strength of the mighty. * * He taketh away the heart of the chief of the 
people of the earth, and causeth them to wander in a wilderness where there 
is no way. They grope in darkness without light, and he maketh them to 
stagger like a drunken man (Job xii, 18-25). 

Daniel's testimony harmonizes with Job's, for he says: “He removeth kings, 
and setteth up kings” (chap. ii, 21.) This same servant of the Almighty, 
speaking of certain events that were to transpire in the life of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, and which were foreshown to him in a dream, says: “ This matter is 
by the decree of the watchers, and the demand by the word of the holy ones; to 
the intent that the living may know that the most High ruleth inthe kingdomof 
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men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and setteth up over it the basest of 
men (Dan. iv, 17.) In accordance with the word of the Lord contained in 
the inspired dream of the king he was driven from men, and took up his 
temporary abode with the beasts of the field, but was afterwards restored to 
his throne. All this was done that the living—those to whom the record 
written by Daniel should come—might know that God “ruleth in the kingdom 
of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will” Here we have the principle 
of God’s sovereignty in human affairs clearly affirmed, and the extent to which 
it is carried is illustrated by a notable example. We are taught by it that 
kings on this earth are raised up or cast down according to the pleasure of 
the Almighty. The facts connected with this case disclose to our minds a 
perfect system of divine government to which earthly affairs are referred for 
supervision and control. According to the Scriptures Nebuchadnezzar saw a 
“watcher” come down from heaven, whose apparent duty it was to record 
the acts of the king’s life. And, doubtless, he was struck with astonishment 
when he became aware that he was under the surveillance of heaven. It 
appears that at last when his iniquities had become very great the record of 
his life was laid before a company of “watchers.” These formed a court of 
celestial jurisprudence for the trial of a mortal king. Holy ones appeared 
before it and demanded that sentence should be passed upon him for his 
crimes. The court thereupon entered judgment, for “this matter is by the 
decree of the watchers, and the demand by the word of the holy ones.” In 
this scene we have a view of a complete court, with all the necessary officers, 
established for the purpose of executing the will of God in the earth. — 

There is another fine example of God’s providence witnessed in the history 
of Cyrus, the Persian, of whom the prophet wrote: Thus saith the Lord to 
his anointed, to Cyrus, whose right hand I have holden, to subdue nations 
before him; and I will loose the Joins of kings, to open before him the two leaved 
gates ; and the gates shall not be shut; I will go before thee, and make the 
crooked places straight ; I will break in pieces the gates of brass, and cut in 
sunder the bars of iron: And I will give thee the treasures of darkn and 
hidden riches of secret places, that thou mayst know that I, the 
which call thee by thy name, am the God of Israel. * * I girded thee, 
though thou hast not known me: That they may know from the rising of the 
sun, and from the west, that there is none beside me, I am the Lord, and 
there is none elee ” (Isa. xlv, 1-6). 

As Babylon had been employed by the Lord to punish Tyre and Egypt for 
their iniquities, so afterwards Cyrus was raised up to punish Babylon for her 
sins. The treasures of Egypt were given to Nebuchadnezzar in payment for 
his services against Tyre. These again were enjoyed by the spoiler but a 
brief time when they passed into the possession of the Persians as compensa- 
tion for having chastized Babylon. The new owners retained the spoil and 
prey for about two centuries when they fell into the hands of Alexander for 
executing God's purposes amongst the Persians. Alexander's successors 
yielded them up to the Roman Empire, and the latter, in its turn, was called 
upon to compensate those who effected its overthrow. Thus the course of 
- mations, and the lives of kings and princes are subject to the power of God, 
Whom or what He will He exalts, and whom or what He will He casts down.

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‘There are many circumstances connected with the taking of Babylon by 
Cyrus, which are specially adapted to show how intimately the operations of 
the Almighty are woven into the affairs of men. thus the prophet writes: 
“ Therefore thus saith the Lord: * * I will dry her sea and make her springs 
dry. In their heat I will make their feasts, and I will make them 
drunken, that they may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, and not wake 
saith the Lord. And I will make drunk her princes, and her wise men, 
her captains, and her rulers, and her mighty men (Jer. li, 36, 39,57.) In the 
preceding chapter, verse 24, the Lord says: I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, O Babylon.” This mighty city was taken upon a night 
of feasting and revelry, (See Daniel, chap. v.) From other sources we learn 
that the Euphrates was turned from its course both above and below the city, 
and that Persians entered within the walls by the bed of the river. Thus 
Babylon was overthrown by a “ snare,” and we learn with astonishment that 
it was one the Lorp HnismIr had laid. He dried up her river, Hz made the 
feast, Hz made the chief men of the city drunk. How intimately the God of 
battles was associated with the minutest event which combined together to 
bring about the fall of Babylon our readers can readily perceive. 

In view of what is thus taught us, who can draw a line between those 
human affairs wherein God exercises a controlling power, and others, if there 
are any, in which He does not. We can discern also how certain it is, that a war, 
against which God sets His hand, must result disastrously, since He exercises 
a power at His discretion that overcomes the strength of the mightiest strong- 
holds, and delivers to defeat and death armies and their princes together. 

Those passages of Scripture which represent the Almighty as having laid 
the snare by which Babylon fell, and as having made the chief men drunk, 
should be interpreted to mean in the matter first cited, that God simply 
disclosed to Cyrus by inspiration how to proceed successfully, and as to the 
other that He withdrew His spirit from the midst of the Babylonians, 
when, as a natural consequence, they plunged at once in excesses of feasting 
and egg. and thereby rendered themselves an easy prey.

‘They have the diphtheria again at Provo. 
‘Payson, Utah County, is afflicted with several cases of typhoid fever. | 
The fruit crop of Kanosh is good; but the grain crop is a complete failure.

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Diptheria has made its appearance in Heber City, and several deaths have 
occurred. 

Bishop E. Wade has been awarded the contract of building a new school- 
house at Pleasant View, he being the lowest bidder. 


Recently a small boy was chasing after a street car in Salt Lake City, and 
ran his head against a telephone pole, inflicting a serious wound. 

Linck and Glassman, at Lake Point, have struck two more flowing wells. 
From the six wells now in action they have a flow of 300,000 gallons per day. 


Albert Carrington, formerly one of the apostles, died at his residence, 
Seventeenth Ward, Salt Lake City, on the afternoon of the 19th of Sep- 
tember. 

John A. Groesbeck lost a fine Hambletonian mare recently, valued at 
$500. The team ran away, and the mare struck a pole which went entirely 
through her body. 

The incendiary is at work in Cache County. A few weeks ago at Logan 
a stack was set on fire and 500 bushels of wheat, according to the best esti- 
mates, were destroyed. 

Ogden was visited with a fire on Sunday afternoon the 15th ult., a millinery 
establishment and a grocery store being damaged to the extent of $3,000 
The fire is supposed to be incendiary. 

Fireman Edward Liljeroth, whose home is at Provo, was recently fatally 
injured at Castle Gate. He undertook to remedy a disorder in the brake 
hose and was run over, cutting off one of his legs and in other ways crushing 
him so that he died on the way into Salt Lake. 


A short time ago a Corinne man had a live time with a steer. He was 
endeavoring to corner the animal, when it plunged into the river and swam 
across. The man went round to the other side to head the steer off, when 
the beast, infuriated instead of cooled down by its little plunge, made several 
savage dives at the man, who was compelled to shoot the furious beast dead 
on the spot in order to save his own life. 

On the 2nd ult. the Deseret University re-opened for the year 1889-90. It 
was truly gratifying to witness the large attendance, which was more than 
anticipated. The prospects of the University were never better, and it is 
expected that the students in attendance will number fully one hundred 
more than last year. The staff of instructors has been increased, and no pains 
have been spared to make the studies of as practical a nature as possible. 
About one thousand dollars have been expended on the library, and double 
that amount on additional improvements in the laboratory, some of the 
apparati having been ordered from Germany. The present prospects bid fair 
for the future success of the institution.
